The Govertiment is_ insisting 
that this law should be obeyed 
by both the mine owners and 
the mine workers. 

“The wage controversy can be 
settled without concert pf action 
to stop the output of the mines, 
and the Government stands 
ready now, as it has steadily in 
the past, to do everything in its 
power to facilitate an inquiry 
into the merits of the contro- 
versy, but in the meantime the 
law must be enforced and com- 
binations to stop production 
cannot be tolerated.”

PERSHING PRAISES RED CROSS 
General Says Permanent Society 
| Should Be Founded. 
By the Arsociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Testify- 


ing to the service performed by the 
American Red Cross in France, Gen. 
John J. Pershing, addressing a rally 
of volunteer workers in the third 


Red Cross roll call that opened \ 
throughout the nation yesterday, de-:} 
clared that upon the “traditions” of 


the great organization built up dur- 
ing the war should be founded a per- 
manent society in full readiness to 
meet any emergency of the future. 

“The American people may justly 
feel proud of the work of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross,” Gen. Pershing said. 
“The story its best told by the widows 
and orphans of our allies and by the 
mutilated soldiers who have re- 
ceived assistance at the hands of that 
organization.” 

Work of the Red Cross ‘tx relieving 
distress among the families of 
French soldiers tn the fdll and win- 
ter of 1917, when the morale of the 
troops had suffered from the failure 
of French and British offensives in 
the spring, Gen. Pershing said, had 
a vitally Smportant bearing upon the 
success of the campaign in the fol- 
lowing year.

AMERICANS WHO ENLISTED IN 
CANADA MAY MEET IN ST. LOUIS 


It ts probable that the American 
Volunteers will hold a national con- 
vention in St. Louis in the near fu- 
ture. Charles F. Hatfield, secretary 
and general manager of the Conven- 
tion Bureau, has returned from Chi- 
cago, where he was in a conference 
with the officers of the organization. 

The American volunteers who 
fought im the ranks of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Forces will soon have 
1 patriotic benevolent and protective 
association of their own. Since re- 
ceiving their discharge they have 
taken up the matter seriously and 
progress has been made to a point 
where a national! convention is to be 
held in the near future. probably in 
St. Louis, where the American Legion 
held its initial meeting, to perfect 
the organization. 

All told, it is claimed there were 
approximately 125,000 volunteers 
who crossed the border into Canada 
to enlist before the United States 
Government declared that a state of 
war existed between this country and 
the Central Powers. Canada fur- 
nished 35.000 soldiers to the British 
empire during the war. Of this num- /’ 
ber 35 per cent came from the Unit 
ed States and fully 50 per cent of 
these Americans were born in the 
United States; 25 per cent were nat- 
uralized citizens and the remaining 
25 per cent were alien residents of 
this country, many of them Canadian 
born. ; 

Now that these men have returned 
to their homes they maintain that. 
while Canada is prepared to treat 
them liberally, there does appear to 
be little rece gnition of this services 
in this country. Local bodies have 
been formed in all the principal cen- 
ters of the United States and the 
movement has progressed to a point 
where a national convention will be 
heid. 

One condition of membership wil! 
be that members who are not citizens 
of the United States will be recutred 
to perfect their citizenship by takine 
out naturalization papers within five 
years or thelr membership wil! auto- 
matically be canceled.

My dear Mr. Cohen: 
Some weeks ago you called my attention to a report in the above 


entitled matter, dated April 3, 1918, made by Mr. Alfred L. Becker, a 
Deputy Attorney General during my term of office, who had charge of 
the investigation conducted by my office pursuant to the provisions of 
the Peace and Safety Act, Chapter 595, Laws of 1917. The report was 
approved and adopted by me and you have asked me to examine the 
record and determine whether such approval was justified. As this 
record is voluminous, I requested Mr. Alexander Otis, also a Deputy 
Attorney General under my administration, to examine the testimony 
and documents and prepare a report thereon for me. 

After three weeks of almost continuous study of the records in this 
case, Mr. Otis now presents a report going thoroughly into the evidence, 
from which it appears to my satisfaction that, if I had been able to give 
the time personally to an examination of the complete record, I should 
not have approved of the report, as made by Mr. Becker, in so far as it 
reflects upon your clients. Indeed, I am satisfied that if it had not been 
for pressure by the War Trade Board for an immediate report, Mr. 
Becker would not have made the reflections upon the loyalty and integ- 
rity of your clients that appear therein. 

I recall distinctly that at one of the hearings at which I was present, 
I gave to Mr. Forstmann’s representative my assurance that his client

would be given full opportunity to answer any matters which he might 
care to. explain. Mr. Forstmann appeared voluntarily and not in 
response to a subpena, and without such an appearance my office 
would have had no jurisdiction to inquire into his loyalty. During his 
examination he was repeatedly requested not to interpose any explana- 
tion, but to answer directly the questions put to him. This was during 
the examination of March 15th and 16th, 1918, at which I was present. 
[ did not attend the subsequent hearing held March 27th, March 29th 
and April 2nd. It was not until the last hearing that Mr. Forstmann’s 
defense and explanations were put in. His side of the case covers 175 
pages of testimony and includes many documents and letters, the due 
consideration of which required considerable time. This was April 2nd, 
and the report is dated April 3rd. On April 6th, as I am advised by Mr. 
Otis, the minutes of the last hearing were delivered to Mr. Becker by 
the stenographer. It appears, therefore, that the report was dictated by 
Mr. Becker without having before him the minutes of the proceedings 
in which Mr. Forstmann’s defense was interposed and without the 
advantage of any brief or summary by counsel which might have indi- 
cated the value and significance of the evidence introduced in Mr. 


Forstmann’s behalf. 

In view of this I have carefully gone over Mr. Otis’ report and have 
read considerable portions of the evidence presented at the hearings 
which I did not attend. I am forced to the conclusion that the report 
as made by Mr. Becker and approved by me contains reflections upon 
the loyalty and integrity of Mr. Julius Forstmann which are not war- 
ranted by the evidence. While there were circumstances tending to 
create suspicion, Mr. Forstmann’s explanations seem to me satisfactory, 
and I think make the reflections cast upon him unfair and unjust. 

Any public officer may make a mistake in war times, when quick 
action is required, but when it appears that an innocent man has suf- 
fered with the guilty, I feel it my duty to say so and express my regret. 

I hand you herewith a copy of Mr. Otis’ report in this matter, which 
goes into the details at length and you are at liberty to make such use 
of it as you may deem proper. I hope that it will have the effect of 
correcting the injustice that has been done to your clients.

| JUST A MINUTE ..*.

THE MAN WITH THE LANTERN. 
A Fable of Determinism. 


MAN was walking along a woodland path 
A by night The path wound back and 

forth in devious manner and the man 
carried a lantern in order that he might not 
lose his way. 


Somewhere about the middle of the wood 
the crooked path lay not far away from the 
hut of a Determinist who had become a hermit 
in order to more fully develop his theory. 

Seeing the man passing along the path with 
the lantern, the Determinist thus reasoned with 
himself: 


“One might easily conclude,” said he, “judg- 
ing by appearances, that this man was walking 
along this woodland path, chosing his way 
and guiding himself by the light of the lan- 
tern.”” 


But, as ts well known, appearances are de- 
ceptive. There are many factors to~be con- 
sidered in explaining this phenomenon. There 
is the man’s heredity, his parentage and an- 
cestry, the fact that he is a biped, of the 
genus homo; the fact that there is a path and 
that it Mes through this wood: the fact of 
gravity, which keeps him on the ground: the 
motive which started him on his journey and 
the hope of some benefit, however slight, 
which keeps him traveling by night along this 
path; the fact that he carries a lantern, and 
the further fact that the path is winding and 
is bordered by trees. 


All these various facts of his nature and 
his environment are sufficient in themselves 
to account for the phenomenon of the walk, 
without supposing that the man is himself de- 
liberately determining his actions. 


In other words, the true state of affairs can 
be. seen to be that the environment, plus the 
heredity and individuality produced by the 
former environment and response to that en- 
vironment—I say ft can be seen that all theses 
various factors are sufficient to account for 
what we now see. 

In fine, the sum total of all these, not for- 
getting the path, the trees and the lantern, 
are WALKING THE MAN. He, poor fool, 
thinks he is walking himself: but we determin- 
ists know that he is deceived. It is the totality 
of things, focussing at this point and acting 
upon him as the center of its play, so to speak, 
which has produced the phenomenon which 
we call a man walking through a wood. 


To prove this—-take away the man’s heredity, 
his growth and development up to this time, 
all the knowledge he has gained and al! the 
motives which induced him to take this walk; 
take away the environment, consisting of the 
apparentiy solid earth, the trees, the darkness. 
the woodland path, his brain, his muscles, 
nerves, legs and feet: nay, even his lantern, 
and what is left? Would the phenomenon of 
the man walking still appear? 

What you call a man, then, fs nothing but 
a focus or center of an infinite succession and 
concatenation of changing factors, accidents 
determined by previous accidents, the result 
at this point and this moment of the interplay 
of an tnfinity of forces, each infinite set of 
which by its motion at a given moment and 
ata given point determines the set immediately 
following. 

And my theory—what is it but the deter- 
mined and inevitable result of my heredity 
my growth, my environment? How. then, do 
I know it is the truth? I do not know and 
can have no means of knowing: because I, too 
am but the focus of a series or set of phe- 
nomena constantly changing and having no real 
guiding power, no ego or “deux in machina,” 
any more than has a kaleidoscope which ts 
rolling down an incline.
